KHRUSHCHEV BOLTS SUMMIT MEETING 
[Soviet Premier Rejects 
De Gaulle’s Invitation 
To Attend 2nd Session

PARIS (AP)-—Premier Nikita Khrushchev rejected 
today a bid by President Charles de Gaulle to revive 
tho summit conference in a Big Four meeting this 
afternoon. The Soviet leader said he would not at­ 
tend. 
Both President Eisenhower and Prime Minister 
Harold Macmillan of Britain had agreed to partici­ 
pate. 
Khrushchev made known his reaction in an inter­ 
view over an European radio station at Sezanne, a 
town about 7 miles from Paris. He had gone thar# on 
a motor trip. 
#/Gen. Do Gaulle knows my position/' Khrushchov 
said. "H a knows vary wall that wa won't attend a 
confaranca as long as th# Americans will not have 
given us satisfaction."

Ike Calls On Man Who Made 
Him An "Honorary Citizen"

PARIS (AP) — President Eisen­ 
hower paid a surprise call today 
on an old friend—the mayor of a 
French village which made the 
President an honorary citizen a 
few years ago. 
And who served as hastily en­ 
listed interpreter for Eisenhower 
abd the French-speaking mayor, 
67-year-old Jean Minot? 
■None other than Britain’s Prime 
Minister Harold Macmillan. 
Slipping away from the tribula­ 
tions of trying to salvage the sum­ 
mit conference, the President and 
Macmillan drove in Eisenhower’s 
limousine to the picturesque Paris 
suburb of Marnes la Coquette. 
It was there that Elsenhower 
lived in 1951-52 when he was su­ 
preme commander of North At­ 
lantic Treaty Organization forces 
in Europe. 
The first stop on today’s hour- 
long tour w'as at the beautiful villa 
in which Eisenhower and hie wife 
lived nearly a decade ago. 
With Macmillan at his side, Ei­ 
senhower took a nostalgic tour of 
the gardens. He did not go into 
the villa. 
■ 
Then fteeohower and Macmil­ 


lan drove to City Hall to see Mi 
not. But on arrival there excited 
villagers reported the mayor was 
not in his office. 
Macmillan Halps 
Eisenhower was about to drive 
off when Minot, a portly gray- 
haired man, came huffing and 
puffing across the square. 
The mayor cut loose with a tor­ 
rent of French. Eisenhower spoke 
in English and neither understood 
the other. 
So at that point Macmillan, 
seated be*ide the President, vol­ 
unteered as an interpreter and the 
conversation went m errily along. 
“I wanted to show Mr Macmil­ 
lan the place where I was made 
an honorary citizen," Eisenhower 
remarked. 
With that the mayor grasped the 
President by the arm and ushered 
him out of the car and into the 
building. 
As Eisenhower left, Minot ex 
pressed regret that he could not 
stay longer. 
Alluding to the end of his term 
as President, Eisenhower smiled 
broadly and told the mayor: “Aft 
er January maybe I'll come back 
end stay a while.”

TYPING COURSE 
FOR SIX WEEKS 


The 
Gettysburg 
Joint 
School 
Board has approved the use of 
school facilities for a six-week 
first year typing course for pupils 
now enrolled in the local schools 
in Grades 7 through 12. The class 
would start on Monday, June 6, 
and end on Monday. July 18, 
Superintendent 
of 
Schools 
H. 
Edgar Riegle said today. Classes 
would begin at 9 a m. each day. 
Monday 
through 
Friday, 
and 
continue until 12 noon. 
The cost of the course would 
be paid entirely by the parents 
of the pupils enrolled in the class 
The cost per pupil would vary 
with the number enrolled in the 
course. 
For 
instance, 
if

enrollment is 20 pupils, the cost 
for the six weeks would be $15 
per 
pupil: 
if 25 pupils 
were 
enrolled the cost per pupil woulc 
lie $12 for the six weeks, and if

ASKS TAX EASE 
ON PROPERTY 
ASSESSM ENT 


An owner of a boy camp in 
Eyler’s Valley, near Emmitsburg, 
has asked the Frederick County 
commissioners for tax ease in a 
hearing held in the commission­ 
ers office. 
Maurice 
Weisberg, 
who also 
teaches at Mt. St. Mary’s College, 
said that his assessment on Camp 
Pioneer was raised from $3,100 
to $19,000, making his tax bill 
eight times above the previous 
one. His tax bill showed an in­ 
crease from $50 to $400. 
Weisberg said he was not com­ 
plaining about the assessment— 
but rather he asked the commis­ 
sioners if there was not some 
way the increase could be made 
gradual instead of all at one time. 
Lumen Norris, supervisor of as­ 
sessments, 
explained 
that 
the 
property assessment was fair in 
keeping with the state directive 
and that there was no amortiza­ 
tion plan as far as taxes are con­ 
cerned. 
Last Assessment In 'SI 
He said that Emmitsburg had 
not been reassessed since 1951— 
and that if it had, Weisberg’s 
buildings would have been includ­ 
ed in part on previous bills. 
Weisberg claimed that people 
are being penalized for improv­ 
ing properties. He said he bought 
a “run down” farm, made several 
improvements and transformed it 
Into a camp for boys. His im­ 
provements include several cot­ 
tages, 
swimming 
pool, 
fishing 
lake, gymnasium and mess hall 
and art studio. He said the gym- 
nasi urn-mess hall was converted 
from an old barn and the art 
studio is located at what once 
served as a pig house. 
He told the commissioners that 
his improved property bas in­ 
creased the value of other prop­ 
erties in the area, and said he 
should not be “penalized because 
be made a place beautiful.” 
Weisberg said his property is 
located amid a “slum area” and 
asked the commissioners if they 
could not do something about 
those who take “squatter's rights 
and keep undesirable properties. 
He said he felt there was a fallacy 
in the tax structure, if persons 
could not be forced to improve 
their property 
Called “Ne Ease” 
It was explained that Frederick 
County has no building code. The 
only way areas can be controlled 
is through zoning and this cannot 
affect buildings existing prior to 
the zoning laws. 
Weisberg pointed out that the

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Obscure Pilot Key Man 
At Angry Summit Talks

A man the public never heard 
of two weeks ago was a key 
figure at the angry summit con­ 
ference though he wasn’t there. 
Now the name of Francis Gary 
Powers, the U2 spy plane pilot, 
is known the world over. 
Less 
well 
known 
is 
Powers 
himself—even to friends of the 30- 
year-old flier. 
Background Is Routine 
He finds himself the center of 
an international melodrama that 
led to withdrawal of President 
Eisenhower’s invitation to visit 
Moscow and the apparent col­ 
lapse of the summit meeting. 
Yet Powers’ background is so 
routine 
that 
his 
friends 
can 
scarcely recall an anecdote about 
him. 
Powers ranked 22nd scholasti 
tally among the 69 seniors of his 
high school class. He played foot­ 
ball, as a guard. He also was a 
member of a fire-fighting patrol. 
He also once was a lifeguard. 
Flying His Passion 
Powers spent four years in a 
pre-medical 
course 
in 
Milligan 
College, Johnson City, Tenn , and 
compiled a B minus average. He 
again finished 22nd in his class, 
this time among 59 seniors. 
But the unobtrusive Powers had 
one passion—flying. 
He took his first flight at the 
age of 14 as a passenger paying 
a $2.50 fee to a woman pilot who 
was making short joy-riding hops 
from an airport at 
Princeton, 
W.Va. 
Enlisted In 19S0 
On graduating from Milligan in 
1950, the year the Korean war 
broke out, he enlisted in the Air 
Force as a private. He advanced 
to second lieutenant as a jet fight­ 
er pilot. But he never saw action 
in Korea. 
Powers resigned from the air 
force in 1956. 
A short time later, personnel of­ 


ficials of Lockheed Aircraft C oo 
were making a routine check of 
former Air Force pilots and looked 
over Powers’ apparently unevent­ 
ful record. 
They were impressed by some­ 
thing—or 
everything—that 
they 
saw. They sent a routine question 
naire to him. He responded and 
was hired in May 1956, as one of 
17 pilots in the company'* U2 
program. 
There followed four m ore years 
of 
obscurity 
before 
his 
name 
showed in headlines. 
Powers was assigned to a group 
that was to operate planes, osten­ 
sibly for weather research, and 
was sent to Adana, Turkey in 
August 1956. 
With him went hi* wife, the 
former Barbara Moore, 24, of Al­ 
bany, 
Ga. 
He made 
repeated 
flight*. Then, last April 30, he re­ 
marked casually that he was fly­ 
ing again the next day. He asked 
his wife to help pack his bag. 
The next day he was captured 
near Sverdlovsk, deep in the So­ 
viet Union—shot down on a spy 
mission, the Soviets said.

BIG RED SEEKS 
TO KEEP GRIP 
ON LEADERSHIP 


By WILLIAM L. RYAN 
PARIS IAP) - Nikita Khrush­ 
chev’s performance at the sum­ 
mit meeting that failed to get off 
the ground indicates he is en­ 
gaged in a struggle to maintain 
his claim to lead world commu­ 
nism. 
Because of that, a new cold war 
freeze may be in prospect, com­ 
parable even to the dangerous 
1948 Stalin day* of thd Berlin 
blockade. 
Unless he got an apology from 
the President of the United States, 
Khrushchev insisted, he could not 
negotiate with the U.S. President. 
This, he added in an aside, was a 
m atter involving the internal poli­ 
tics of the Soviet Union. 
Thrss-Sidsd Struggle 
The implication is that Khrush­ 
chev is engaged in a three-sided 
struggle with (I) the Stalinists, 
(2) the military and (3) (he Chin­ 
ese Communist*, who have been 
nagging him for what appear to 
them to be reckless adventures 
in peace making. 
Khrushchev, destroyer of the 
image of Stalin as a demigod, 
seems to have bowed to the Sta­ 
linists. 
The Soviet chieftain has been 
required to kick overboard all he 
has built with great care over the 
past three years. Apparently, in 
the Stalinist and 
Red Chinese 
view, his peace gestures went 
much too far and threatened com­ 
munism as a constantly moving, 
dynamic force. 
Red Plan Costly 
Khrushchev for years has been 
fascinated by the idea of a Soviet 
Union so powerful and so eco­ 
nomically prosperous that it could 
turn the world toward communism 
without exporting revolution or 
supporting it by overt force. 
This has been costly to Com­ 
munists in various areas 
In the Arab nation of Iraq, for 
example, Communists felt strong 
enough months ago to make a 
grab for the whole country They 
lacked only the assurance of Mos­ 
cow’s support. 
Khrushchev 
not 
only witiiheld it, he advised them 
against moving. 
Army Opposition 
In other backward, 
formerly 
colonial countries, 
where com­ 
munism places its best hopes for 
expansion, what looked like fairly 
cheap victories were sacrificed to 
Khrushchev’s long-range peace of­ 
fensive. He did not disavow the 
world revolution, but he did not 
want H to be either expensive or 
dangerous to the Soviet Union 
In quest of his sort of p eace- 
one in which the Soviet Union, 
after bringing about a degree of 
nuclear and other disarmament, 
would still be in a position to dic­ 
tate terms to the rest of the 
world—Krushchev also pared the

The governor said he would not 
tolerate 
“demonstrations

might incite violence and riots."

It was officially 
described as a ‘‘worldwide com­ 
munications readiness exercise 
The order was so secret that the 
Pentagon's top public information 
officers knew nothing about it 
when inquiring newsmen routed 
them out of bed.
